BARBADOS. 

Smallpox decreasing. 

Barbados, West Indies, November 14, 1902. 
Sir : Total number of cases of smallpox: since the outbreak of the dis- 
ease, July 13, numbers 1,326 ; of these 887 have been released as 
cared and 108 have died, leaving 331 now under treatment. The num- 
ber of cases for the last two weeks was 66, and the deaths 20. The 
disease is rapidly abating and some days pass without any new cases 
appearing.

CANADA. 
Smallpox near Megantic. 

Megantic, Province op Quebec, November 8S, 1902. 

Sir: I have the following report to make concerning the peculiar 
conditions now snrronuding my station : 

Smallpox has started and has been gaining ground for several weeks in 
several stations immediately over the border line in the State of Maine. 
In Jackman and vicinity there are 7 cases ; in Holeb, 2 ; Long Pond 
has just wired 1. and 5 suspects in the upper part of Megantic here. 
Spaulding, 10 miles from here, has 12 cases qUfirantiued, but the remain- 
der of the men in camp have been dismisised and are scattered every- 
where. The disease is along the Quebec Central lines, which section 
furnishes many men for lumbering purposes. A significant fact is that 
all those now in the State who have the disease mentioned are (Janadian 
lumbermen. Nobody along the line will hire these men, and adding 
this to the fact that they are all smallpox suspects makes them liable to 
become a public charge, so I have deported those who came in and 
refused admission to those who desired admittance.

CHINA. 

Beportfrom Shanghai, 

Shanghai, China, October 27, 1902. 

For the week ended October 25, 1902, there were inspected 3 
vessels, 198 crew, 5 cabin passengers, 7 steerage passengers, and their 
baggage. Shipping orders were visaed for 20,461 pieces of freight, 
and 69 pieces were disinfed»d. There was also disinfected the 
effects of the crew of the steamship Buen Viaje, 43 men, all Filipinos, 
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sulphur dioxide being used for the purpose, the clothing being first 
unpacked. A case of cholera occurred among this, crew while they 
were in barracks at dry dock. 

The following is a statement of the communicable diseases which 
were reported in the municipality for the week ended October 26 : 
Smallpox, 1 case, 10 deaths ; cholera, 8 deaths ; diphtheria, 1 case ; 
scarlet fever, 1 case ; tuberculosis, 1 case. 

The cholera situation, it will be observed, is improving, and the dis- 
ease is not reported as having had any victims among the foreign popu- 
lation for three weeks. The disease has been ofi&cially reported here 
since June of this year, and the statistics obtainable show that 1,440 
deaths had occurred up to the 26th instant. It will be borne in mind 
that while the official reports showed a maximum of 181 deaths per 
week, it has been estimated upon excellent authority that they amounted 
to as high as 300 per day. 

During the prevalence of this epidemic, cholera has invaded almost 
every section of Shanghai, attacking not only the natives, but more 
than twice as many foreigners as upon any previous occasion. It has 
found victims in some of the best European families here, and the best 
hotel, notwithstanding the fact that every precaution was taken against it. 
The origin of the disease in such cases seems to be a matter of doubt. 

In obedience to Bureau telegram of the 26th instant, I have discon- 
tinued issuing certificates to cabin passengers, and will in future only 
require them to be present at the final inspection of the vessel before 
sailing.

Report on cholera, 

Cairo, Egypt, November 10, 1902.

Since 1st instaat 147 cases of cholera, 132 deaths — all Egypt. — Smith. 

The following will show the number of cases and deaths by cities and 
provinces for the week ended November 8, 1902 : 
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Total number of reported cases in all Egypt since outbreak (July 15, 
1902) is 39,568 cases, 33,715 deaths, and 5,819 cures.
